A raw, mellow apple 
is digested in an hour and a half, while 
boiled cabbages require five hours. The 
most healthy dessert that can be placed on 
the. table is a baked apple. If eaten fre- 
quently at breakfast, with coarse bread and 
butter, without meat or flesh of any k*nd. 
it has admirable effect on the gener. I »j§- 
tem, often removing constipation, correct- 
ing acidities, and cooling off febrile condi- 
tions more effectually than the most ap- 
proved medioines. If families eould be 
ioduced to substitute apples — sound and 
ripe — for pies, cakes, and sweetmeats, with 
hich their children are too frequently 
stuffed, there would be a diminution in the 
sum total of doctors' bills, in a single year, 
sufficient to lay in a stock, of this delioious 
fruit for the whole season's use.

"If an impeachment were ordered, it 
would not merely be the trial of Andrew 
Johnson but also the arraignment of a 
party which represents a very great major- 
ity and exceedingly active minority (large 
majority, counting the Sonth in) of the 
American people. — Tnat party accepts the 
President as its leader'and cxpoueut. It 
sustains his policy with energy and deter- 
mination. It defends, upon what it calls 
Constitutional grounds, the very acts which 
are relied upon to justify the process of ar- 
raignment. It says that any attempt to 
withdraw this power from the Executive 
would, in itself, be usurpaiion. We can 
not doubt that if articles of impeachment 
were to be prepared, the Democracy would 
consider itself as having been placed at the 
bar — would repudiate the judgment as the 
fulmination of one party against the other, 
aud would stand ready to uphold the Pres- 
ident in a refusal to submit; even though 
that refusal should result in civil war. as 
would be tnost likely in the excited state 
of the public mind certain to prevail. 

"Let us imagine the condition of affairs. 
A chief magistrate condemned by a court 
whose jurisdiction is denied at the outset 
by several millions of American citizens. 
He refuses to obey process. The Senate 
declares him out of office ; but he persists 
in the exercise of prerogative.

Rejection op the Constitutional 
Amendment.

Proa every quarter we have advices of 
declining markets, for almost every article 
of J v.. luce. All speculative. feeling is, for 
the time, suspended, and operators act as 
if the markets were believed to be bottom- 
less. In New York, yesterday, beef cattle 
sold at about what they cost in Kentucky, 
and hogs hroutrht less than they were 
bought for in Chicago or Cincinnati. Mess 
pork, which two weeks ago sold as high as 
|35, is down to £24,75, lard has fallen 
from ttt to | le for primo; flour, wheat, 
corn, oats. &e., have been falling steadily, 
though comparatively high. Dry goods 
:'. declining, as arc also groceries; and 
finally, fancy railroad stocks, which were 
going up rapidly a few days ago, arc tum- 
bling. 

Tnel news from New York, has its ef- 
fect, of course, throughout the West, and 
the great leveling process is everywhere 
experienced. 

Our dispatches from Lexington, the 
great stock market for Central Kentucky, 
report a decline in sheep yesterday from 
lie to sjta hogs, from 8c to 6 a6c; cattle, 
from 7a8c to 5a6c; horses 2Q per cent., 
and mules 815 per head. 

There is a bottom to the markets, of 
course, and the indications arc that it will 
soon be reached. The practice of hoard- 
ing produce, which was rendered practi- 
cable by the abundance and cheapness of 
money, rendered this break in the market 
inevitable. To such a point had values 
been carried, that exports were not only 
i becked, but we were actually re-importing 
leading articles Of* produce from England. 
Now the tables are turned, ami our foreign 
export, are increasing. 

Bat money being plenty, the probability 
is that I violent reaction will take ptfjet, 
and capitalists will again attempt to mon- 
ottse stocks and force prices up, compell- 
ing <■ Misuaiers and producers to unite in 
paying the fiddler. It will not be so easy 
to do this, however, as it was a year ago. 
Within the last six months hoarding pro- 
duce has not paid. Within the last sixty 
days it has certainly proved a disastrous 
business. 

And now let consumers see that they 
get the advantage of the decline. Let 
them bear in mind when they go to their 
butcher, their baxer, or their grocer, thnt 
there has been a large and pretty general 
decline in priceB recently; that hogs have 
fallen thirty-three per cent., beef in pro- 
portion, and that flour is full a dollar a 
barrel lower than it was n week ago.

The Conquers!* South.— The follow- 
ing, from the pen of J. D. W. D«T30N, 
Esq., editor of Z>e Bute's Review, gives ex- 
pression to the feelings of the Southern 
heart in this hour of its severest trial : 

This people have not been degraded or 
humbled. It is not in your power, and if 
you are true statesmen it can not be your 
desire to do either. They are your coun- 
trymen, and for good or ill, your decend- 
ants and theirs, in all the ages that are to 
come, are likely to mingle together. Their 
crest is erect ! Lot their losses be ever so 
severe, they do not embrace honor That 
survives, and fortunately for America it 
does, for what a pictnre would its repub- 
licanism present, were the people of one- 
third of states, self acknowledged, to be 
degraded nnd debased ! Neither revenge 
nor policy could dictate this. Revenge 
could not be gratified by sowing the storm 
to reap the whirlwind. Policy, ancient 
and modern, teaches differently. The 
Creeks aud Romans conquered the world 
by conciliation, laws, liberties, institutions, 
as well as by arms. English liberties and 
the English Constitution have been main- 
tained by the decendants of York and 
L i-icaster, of Cromwell and. the Cavaliers. 
On the field of Bosworth, after the star of 
Richard had set in blood, the princely 
Hiclimoml could exclaim : 

'•Pro dahn a pardon to the soldiers tied - 
That in submission will r<-'-."\ t-> M ; 
And then, as we have taken the Sa< r ir.:.nt, 
We will unite the While i{«jne and the Red; 
Smile Heaven upon this lair conjunction 
That long hath irowned upon iheir enmity." 

A people with such antecedents as those 
of the South can not submit permanently to 
be lorded over and acknowledge the au- 
thority of a master race. They may en- 
dure for a time, but the wound will rankle 
and bleed afresh, and they will strike back 
and bite the heel of the oppressor.
